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Breezy Debate on Reeem 


Bond Issues.

Tlie Agricultural Appropriation Bill 


Paaaeil by the House—Little Ac- 


tual Work Afecomplished. 


WASHINGTON, February 18,—The uefl- 


aiou of the .senate today furnished a sue- 
cession of breezy incidents. Little actual 
work was accomplished, but brief de- 
bates oil a number of subjects developed 
frequent sharp personal exchanges be- 
tween tbe senators. 


Hill of New York had a lively tilt with 


Tillinan of South Carolina during the 
debate on Fetter's resolution for a senate 
investigation of the recent bond issue. 


Allen of Nebraska joined issue with 


Gear of Iowa and Wolcott over tbe 
course of the Pacific railway committee 
in conducting their inquiry. Chandler 
and Cockrell had an animated but 
good natured colloquy, and General 
Hawley and Mr. Allen had a difference 
somewhat lees good natured. 


1 Efforts were made to amend the mili- 
tary academy bill by increasing the 
number of cadets from each state by 
two, ninety in all, but after a debate of 
three iioura the plan was defeated. The 
pension appropriation 
bill, carrying 


$142,000,000, waa passed after ten min- 
utes' debate. 


When the senate met at noon today 


Mr. Allen, Populist of Nebraska, asked 
the finance committee what etepe were 
to bit taken toward a conference with 
the house oil the silver bond bill. It 
was explained that the houae had not 
aaked for a conference on its non-con- 
currence and no further action was 
taken. 


,* Mr. Allen continued his criticising of 
the committee at considerable length. 
Mr. Fetter sought to secure action on 
hie resolution for creation of a special 
committee of live senators to inquire 
into tbe circumstances of recent bond 
issues. 


Mr. Sherman moved to refer the reso- 


lution to the finance committee. 
He 


said that if such an inquiry was made a 
regular committee of the senate should 
conduct it, thus avoiding needless ex- 
pense of a special inquiry. Mr. Sher- 
man said that as a rulu he considered it 
desirable when charges of impropriety 
were made against otlicjals of the gov- 
ernment that un inquiry should be 
made. 


Mr. Pefter followed at considerable 


length, criticising the bond issues. The 
senator delared that public indignation 
prevented the last bond issue from go* 
ing to the syndicate, which made large 
profile at the previous bond sale. Peffer 
referred to the vague suggestions of ecan- 
dal as to this last ealo, including tbe late 
submission of other large bids. 


The appearance of Mr. Hill, Democrat 


of New York, in opposition to the pro- 
posed inquiry was the signal for a spir- 
ited debate. He was opposed, ho said, 
to any investigation at this time by the 
finance committee or any other commit- 
tee. 
He deprecated the custom of fol- 


lowing up idle rumor, every indefinite, 
charge that the right tiling had not been 
done. It was a panbering to idle curi- 
osity. The senator (I'effer) who pro- 
posed this inquiry did not make personal 
charges against the President or secre- 
tary of tbe treasury. 


"But I make the charge," exclaimed 


Mr. Stewart, mint and moving down 
the middle aisle.

Mr. Hill waved Mr. Stewart back 


and declined to yield to the interrup- 
tion.

Mr. Hill proceeded to argue against 


senate inquiries oi rumors, whim he 
waa again interrupted by Mr. Tillman, 
Democrat of South Carolina. The lat- 
ter raised hie riglit arm and waa about 
to frame au energetic -question when 
Mr. Hill positively declined to yield to 
a>qiiOBtion, saying only a few minutes 
remained before 2 o'clock when the ex- 
piration of the morning hour would cut 
him 
oft. 


Mr. Tillman yielded reluctantly, and 


AS he took hie seat, he exclaimed: 


"It is not the tiret time 1 have scon 


the senator (Mill) kill a resolution by 
talking on it until 2 o'clock." 


Mr. Hill turned about, facing the 


South Carolina senator, and addressing 
him personally, said: "I will be the 
judge of how long and when I will 
speak." 


"Undoubtedly," interjected Mr. Till- 


man, ironically. 


"And," proceeded Mr. Hilt, "I will 


not be governed in my course by the 
senator from South Carolina." 


In the course of tbe quick passages 


back and forth, the Vice President's 
gavel had been keeping up a lively ap- 
peal for order. 


Mr. Hill went on with his opposition 


to the investigation. A rap from the 
chair and an announcement that it was 
2 o'clock sent the Peffer resolution to 
the calendar. 


The military academy appropriation 


bill was then passed substantially as re- 
ported. . 


The pension appropriation bill was 


then taken up. Mr. Gorman took oc 
casion to state that the vast amount of 
the pension bill, about (110,000,000, was 
one of the several sums which hung 
over the treasury like a pall, swelling 
the expenditures of the government be 
vond the revenues. 


The bill was then passed. 
Mr. Call, Democrat of Florida, offered 


a resolution which went over, providinf 
that lapsed bids under the recent bom 
issue be assigned to the lowest amont 
the other bidders. 


At 5.25 the senate went into execu 


tive session, and a few minutes after 
wards adjourned until tomorrow.

DENVISA, Colo., February 18.-rA spe- 
al td the AV«w from Newcastle, Colo., 
ye: An explosion occurred at the 
ulcan mine at 11.20 this morning 
jich was the most destructive ever 
nown in the history of this camp. To- 


ht dozens of homes in our little city 
desolate because of some loved one, 


Iher, husband, brother or eon who 
is morning left their homea with not a 
ought of danger or the awful death 
at so surely awaited them, and are 


>w lying lifeless at the bottom of the 
ulcan elope. AU business is practically 
ipended; every one is dazed at the 


wfulneis of the disaster. No warning 
M given tho peaceful villagers until a 
dden report aa from a hundred can- 
>u resounded throughout the valley, 
aklutt 
tb« earth tremble. People 


isbed out of homes and places of bnsi- 
BB to see what bad happened, and one 
ok towards the Vulcan mine was uufll- 
ont, for a dense cloud of smoke issu- 
g from tho mouth of tho slope met 
ie eyes of the gazers, and told the tale 
death. A throng of people were soon 
tho scens of disaster, a distance of 


early two miles from Newcastle. A 
unco was enough to diesipatu any 
ope of the lives of the entombed men. 
The force ol the explosion had caused 
cave-in and tho tunnel and another 
iurse wore tilled with the fallen rock, 
n-th and timbers. Both fan houses 
ere wrecked and the slipe and vicinity 
ere so full of debris and the gas wan so 
ad that it waa hard and diuineroiiH 
ork to begin the rcscuo. Willing hands 
ere soon at work and five men' wont 
own as far as possible to ascertain the 
mditioii of the slope and found it such 
tat it will require much labor to regain 
10 minors, The gan was so bud that 
'tor tbe party had gotten 201) feet they 
ere compelled to recede. 
The construction of a temporary fan 
ouse was commenced at onco, and the 
ork of pumpiiig fresh air into tho mine 
ill eooii begin, ft ia hardly possible 
lat any of the miners are s'ill aliva, 
ut tbe"starting of the fans will be made 
s soon as possible in the hope that if 
ny have survived they may be kept 
live until help reaches them. 
The only man who got outof the mine 
; the time of the explosion was Ed 


Welch, who was standing near 
the 


louth of the tunnel and was blown out, 
is ekull being fractured, arm broken, 
IB face badly cut and burned and all 
he hair burned from his head. He was 
reathing at the time he was found, but 
xpired shortly after without showing 
onsciousness. 
Two younz 
uiinera, 


'0111 Connelly and James Petrie, met 
with narrow escapes. Their eyes becom- 
ng aore, they quit work in tbe mines 
nd had just emerged from the tunnel 
when the explosion occurred. 


As aoon as the newe of the explosion 


cached Newcastle, Superintendent Paul 
;lount closed the mines of the Colorado 
**uel and Iron company, and taking all 
f hia miners he left for the Vulcan 
nines, where all are actively at work 
iding in the attempts at rescue. 
There are two shafts in addition to the 
ne in which tlie explosion took place, 
a the uppfr of these two the rescuers 
re in about. 300 feet, and it is through 
ilia that th • air can be forced into some 
f the rooms, but none of those in the 


mines have como out, and it is fearm! 
hat this ia conclusive evidence that all 
aro dead. In this innin tunnel men are 
at work building a division of boards 
and canvas through which air can be 
orced in on tho one side and the fou 
;as driven from the other, but this is 
slow work and there is no possibility o 
getting far enough in the mine to take 
iut any bodies before tomorrow. 


The cause of the explosion is not yet 


tnown. The coal field in which the 
Vulcan is located has been tronblet 
with tires for many years. In man] 
places over a distance of 80 to 100 miles 
imoke has issued from crevices in the 
rocks since the country was first known 
to white men, and the latter years more 
than one valuable coal mine has been 
destroyed by fire breaking into the 
workings. Little over/a year ago the 
minea of the Vulcan Company hnd to he 
flooded on this account, and tho old 
workings have never been reopened, the 
mine in which today's explosion oc 
curred being a new one. It is though 
that the dieaater may have been cnusoi 
by breaking into an i mm unto podce 
of gas generated by thesi: everlasting 
fires.

Mor- 
an intimated that he believed tbe pa- 
pers were burned for the purpose of de- 
.roving the proof of the individual lia» 
ility of 
stockholders. 
Huntington 


nsisted that they hail been destroyed in 
esningout the room, because the busi- 
ess lor which tbe company was organ- 
zed was closed. 
He said be suggested to Mark Hop- 
ins that the books be destroyed, but 
id not remember that there had been 
ny reference in biu conversation with 
lopkins to the clause iu the California 
onetitution regarding the personal Ha- 
ility of stockholders.

o make largo sums of money. He had 
mt all these profits into California and 
be west, into stocks, none of which 
,wid him any dividends. Pie thought 
ie must have been worth $1,000,000 
when be began his railroad career, but 
ie was poorer when the Pacific work 
was completed than when he began, be- 
wuse of tbe immeneo debts which had 
jeen accumulated. 


Mr. lliicitington stated that tbe Sont'i- 


orn Pacific Company had agreed to pay 
|il ,8GO,OOi) per year fur thu lease of the 
Jeutral Pacillc, but that tbe earnings in 
some years on this lino had not been 
jtiuiil to the rental and tbe contract was 
r.banged so as to provide that the 
imonnt paid was not to exceed the earn 
ings.

A 
ahot from one of the robbera stopped 
him and he threw up hia handa. 


The bullet did not hit the cashier, but

Such has not been the case this year. 
ave for the first day or two there hafl 
radically been no signs of a celebra- 
on. And during Ihe first day or two 
ie fun vas not very exciting, compared

former years. The explosions of 


in crackers were rather spasmodical 
nd infrequent. Tlio tom-toms, see- 
awH and other implements of torture 
were little in evidence. 
Another noteworthy feature is the lack 
f interest which tbe white people have 
iBplayed at tbe present New Year; 
Tormerly crowds oE people could be 
een going to and coming from China- 
own, 
attracted by the great event. Tbe 


ibcrality of the Chinese was of ten taxed 
o tbe utmost in giving out candy and 
mts to these visitors, who were never 
,verae to boldly entering tbe storee and 
/taking demands. No doubt the celee- 
iale formed many interesting concep- 
ions of the illimitable "gall" of the 
white brethren. 
This year a comparatively small num- 
rer of white people have paid visita to 
hat part of town. 
When asked the cause of the lameness 


of this year's celebration the Chinese in- 
variably answer, "hard times." They 
have felt the financial pinch as much as 
anyone. 
The Chinese have a commendable 


practice of settling their accounts before 
lie new year so as to begin it with a 
clean ledger. All debts must be paid 
jefore the new year begins. Towards 
the end of the year the lively diugdbng- 
ng by collectors is always the leading 
'eature in a Chinese community. 


A well-known Chinaman of this city, 


,.rhen asked about the prospect of begin- 
ning this year with clean ledgers, stated , 
to a REPUBLICAN reporter yeaterday that 
it was "no good." The collectoru bad 
been more energetic than ever at tbe 
end of last year, said he, but they did 
not clean UD the ledger accounts. The 
debtors paid what they could on their 
indebtedness, and on an average they 
paid $2 on every $10 of debt. In other 
worde, ihe Chinamen succeeded in pay- 
ing installments on their debts.

provides no money with which to pre- 
>are and print a Great Register, yet 
hose who have examined tho law on 
the subject declare that a new one must 
be made this year. It will fall pretty 
heavily on the clerk in this county ae 
the cost will be not less than $5000. 
Below will be found an editorial on the 
Bubject from the Stockton Muil oi Mon- 


A supplement to the Great Register 


will not suffice this year to meet the re- 
quirements of tho law providing for the 
registration of voters. The fact that an 
old law provides that in even numbered 
years the supervisors may order a eup- 
plementary register has led to the belief 
that it applies also to 1896, and many 
counties, it is enid, have been led into 
tbe error of merely ordering a supple- 
ment. A law pasaed by tho legislature 
at its last session will make it necessary 
for every man who desirea to vote at the 
next general election to appear bufore 
tbe county clerk ami be registered, and 
this, of course, menus nothing less than 
(he preparation of a complete new Great 
Heeieter. 
The first opinion that tbe attorney 


general has delivered on tbe subject ap- 
pears in a letter from him to the district 
attorney of Butte county, in which he 
idvisee him that owing to certain im- 


ortnnt changes io thR registration laws 
[ the state it is necessary for ibu boards 
f eupervisora throughout tbe state to 
rder a re-registration ot the voters in 
ie several counties aud that a supple- 
ient register will not meet tbe reiiuire- 
lenta of tbe law. 
The now rerjuiremantB called (or that 
o not appear in the old register are us 
ollows: 
Such entry must

hetber or not the elector desiring to be 
egistered is able to read the conBtitu- 
ion in tbe English language and to 
write his name, ami whether or not the 
lector haeany physical diHabllity, by 
eaeon ot which he cannot mark hia 
allot; and if he cannot mark his ballot 
jy reason of physical disability then 
tie nature of such disability must be 
ntered, and the fact that by reason 
bereof he connot mark his ballot. 
It ifl also provided that tho rcpietra- 
.on must be kept in precinct booke, 
nd that these books must be completed 
evenly-two days before election. The 
rinted copy may be kept in eeparato 
woks or in one, as tbe supervisors may 
ctermine, but if in tho latter form the 
amea eh all be arranged alphabetically 
nd by precincts. Tbe copy for tbe 
Great Register must he in the hands of 


lie printer twenty-six days before the 
lection, and must be delivered by the 
irinler to tho county clurlc at least ten 
lays before tho election.
